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REMARKS: 

1. This is to advise you that the | 

briefing which had been tentatively scheduled for 
14 February has been postponed until certain 
matters have been resolved. The problem is that 
the Army proposes to give a "sanitized” briefing 
on this subject which they sa y was requ ested by 

the DC I, but they insist on a I 1 clearance 

for all recipients of the briefing. This is not 
what Adm. Raborn expected because the purpose 
of his requesting a sanitized briefing was to 
permit a large number of Agency people concerned 
with requirements and the substantive part of the 
problem to compare US techniques with Soviet 
techniques in this area. 

2. I told the Army representative that we 
would examine the situation and advise him if 
we desire a briefing at a later date.
